When 
it comes to criticising all the 
bullshit that goes on in the 
world I think it’s important to 
take two steps back from what 
you are criticising and not let 
any prejudices cloud your mind. 
People often jump to wrong 
conclusions when they are upset 
about something and tend to miss 
the point of what they are 
criticising. 

When most people criticise for 
example their government they 
often just compare their own 
measures of what those rulers

should be doing without ever 
taking serious what goverments 
are actually doing and what 
reasons they have for doing it. 
Maybe the conclusion after a 
closer look is that the harm 
that is done to most of us is a 
result and has it’s necessity in 
the principles of the 
governments we live under and 
the economy that we are forced 
to participate in. I think it’s 
important to try to understand 
the social circumstances we live 
in and to find out who our 
enemies are. Especially the 
people who have to sell their 
labour to make a living in this 
society would have countless 
reasons to end it. 








Some of your lyrics contain 
quotes from books, literature 
etc. For example, the lyrics 
from "zelten" (one of my 
favorite tracks by the way, it's 
great!) are taken from a text 


called "the classes". But I 
noticed that you slightly 
changed it.
